Men and Mountains—Man’s Vic- 
tory Over Nature, by M. Ilin. 
Translated from the Russian by 
Beatrice Kinkead. With six il- 
lustrations in color and 116 in 
black and white in the. text, by

No adult, Party member. or 
otherwise, will read through this 
book without chuckling here and 
there at the whimsical manner 1n 
which JTlin describes for instance, 
how the Soviet government has 
set out to “keep books for the 
Caspian Sea.” 

Nor will he fail to thrill) with 
pride at the manner in which the 
Soviet Government, that fatherland 
of the Proletariat, the “lowest or- 
der of mankind,” is using nature 
to contrel nature. 

' The author says he received hi 
literary education from his broth- 
er, S. Marshiak, the poct. Possibly 
this account for the-poetically sim- 
ple manner in which M. Ilin de- 
scribes processes of nature—or 
the understandable story of the bat- 
tle between scientists and nature. 

And through it all) runs the 
thread of the workers’ first victory 
over an out-moded economic sys:

With the’ exception of Califor- 
nia, all the places in which the 
plague is “endemic”, that is, re- 
sides permanently among — wild 
animals, are in colonial countries: 
Manchuria, Tibet, Arabia, and the 
Uganda in Africa. It has been 
completely rooted out of all other 
“civilized” countries. ' 

The r@ason for this is clear if 
we realize that bourgeois preven- 
tion of epidemics concerned 
only with protecting the bour- 
geoisie as cheaply as_ possible. 
The “owners” of these colonial 
countries do not live there, but 
in Europe or Japan. Therefore, 
the bourgeois. public health offi- 
cials have very thoroughly rooted 
out all sources of the plague in 
the imperiahst countries and suc- 
cessfully prevent it being carried 
there from the colonies. | 

However, destroying the sources 
of infection in the countries ex- 
ploited by the imperialists, where 
hundreds of thousands are killed

yearly by the disease, would be 
too “expensive.” 
The situation in America is 


quite different from that in Eu- 
rope wherc the bourgeoisie live in 
old houses which it is impossible 
to keep the rats out of. In Ameri- 


ca rats inhabit only the more 
poorly constructed dwellings, 
whereas the homes of the rich are 
modern and more or less~rat 
proof. 

Therefore a moderate plague 
epidemic in Ame€rica, in contrast 


to Europe, would limit its victims 


alincst entirely to members of the 


working class. It is for this reas- 
on that “our” public health of- 
ficials have been cheerfully 
careless about cleaning the plague 


so 
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out of California. No attempt has 
been; made to kill off all ground- 
squirrels in the state, which would 
end the problem once and for all, 
As we shall show, funds are 
made available only to keep the 
number of squirrels down suf- 


ficiently to prevent an extremely if 
wide-spread epidemic, which would | 


also attack the wealthy. 
The squirrels in the Bay Region 
were first found to be infected in 


1908, the disease having been spread . 
by rats from a ship that had come- 


from an Oriental plague area. Due 


to the carelessness of the State 
and Federal governments, the in- 
fection was allowed to slowly 


spread among the squirrels as far’ 


south as Los Angeles..In the last 
one and one-half years these ani- 
mals have been dying particularly 
fast of the disease and it has 
spread rapidly throughout the rest 
of the state and into neighboring 
states.

American Civil Liberties Union is
